in claim 1 , an obtaining device for obtaining a special OPC strategy for defining a 
waveform of the laser light used to calculate, at a first recording speed, an optimum laser 
power of the laser light for recording the information at a second recording speed 
different fi-om the first recording speed. 

Claims 10, 12, 14 have similar allowable limitations as claim 1. 

Claims 3, 5, 7, 9, 15 & 16 are dependent upon allowed base claims.
